Two trace messages are printed by each routine. 'ENTER routine' is
printed when the routine is entered. 'EXIT routine' is printed
before exiting from the routine. The trace level for the

subroutine is fixed by the programmer and must be greater than
zero. Higher level routines have a lower trace level.

2/ 0 = do not print debug message
>0 debug level, print debug messages

The debug levels can be implemented in several ways:

0 One debug level can be used to control all the debug output
for a set of routines.

o Several debug levels can be used to control the level of debug
output for all or parts of a set of routines. For example,
one debug level could be used to control debug output for all
read routines and one for all write routines; or different
levels could control the amount of debug output printed for
all routines (the greater the level, the more debug output).
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
